Colonel Franklin Bartlett, counsel 
for the elder Mrs. Thaw\ made a sta te ­ 
ment in which he said that there was 
no truth in the reports that detectives j 
employed by Mrs. William Thaw had 
had her daughter-in-law under surveil­ 
lance for months. 
As to a possible 
separation, Colonel B artlett said: 


T h a w Sought Reconciliation. 


“T he m a tte r is inchoate. 
T h ere is 
every disposition on the part of my 
clients to be absolutely fair and Just 
toward Evelyn Thaw and to m ake lib 
eral provision for her support, and 
even m ore than that. 
Harry K. Thaw 
has sought a reconciliation and has 
not desiied that his wife should leave 
him, 
but she desires a perm anent 
severance of 
the 
m arital relations. 
Any thought of espionage upon the 
younger Mrs. Thaw would be abhor­ 
rent to Mrs. W illiam Thaw and has j 
not at any tim e been entertained by 
her.” 
Boon after Colonel B a rtle tt’s inter­ 
view becam e public, A. Russel Pea­ 
body, personal counsel to Thaw , left 
for M atteaw an, where since his last 
trial Thaw lias been confined in the j 
asylum for the criminal insane. A fter, 
a talk with his client Mr. Peabody re- | 
turned to the city and by appointment j 
met 
Daniel O ’Reilly, one of T h a w ’s i 
former attorneys, who is now counsel 
for Evelyn Thaw. 
T he conference ex­ 
tended well into the evening and at ! 
its conclusion Mr. O’Reilly said: 
“ P apers will t»e served on Mr. P ea­ 
body by me, as counsel for Evelyn 
Thawq in an action for annulm ent of 
the m arriage. 
T he action will be on 
the ground that at the time of the 
m arriage, April 4, 1905, H arry Thaw 
was insane and did not know w hat he 
was doing. 
“This action has been thought of 
for some time. It will be tried in New 
York county. 
As yet no mention has 
been m ade of any settlem ent in favor 
of 
Evel; n. 
If after the annulm ent 
proceedings are through and they are 
in favor of the plaintiff, some action 
might be taken for the recovery of 
counsel fees and alimony.” 


W illin g to Defend the Suit. 


Mr. Peabody, who had heard O’Reil­ 
ly’s rem arks, said: 
“ I have visited H arry at M atteaw an 
and told him the intentions of his 
wife. 
He is willing to defend the 
suit.” 
Mr. Peabody added that his client, 
when a p p ris'd of Ills wife’s intentions, j 
had made no com m ent, except to de­ 
clare that he was sane at the tim e of 
his m arriage and expressed his will­ 
ingness to m eet th^ issue. 
Asked w h ether Mrs. William Thaw 
is active in the planned litigation, Mr. 
Penbody replied; “No, she is not.” 
Mr. O’Reilly added to his formal 
statem ent that Evelyn would take the 
at and during the annulm ent proceed­ 
ings, and that several of the meffical 
experts who had testified at the m u r­ 
der trial would also be called. 
He 
added that despite his announced de­ 
term ination to defend the suit, he be­ 
lieved that Thaw would put no serious 
obstacles in the way of separation if 
for no other reason than gratitude he 
felt toward his wife for the aid she j 
had rendered him when he was on 
trial for his life. 
As to his client’s 
financial resources, O’Reilly said he 
thought she had funds enough to m ain­ 
tain her during the trial of the case/ 
and as for the future was capable of 
earning a large income as a writer. 
Both law yers em phatically denied 
that Evelyn had been followed by de­ 
tectives or th a t she had m ade any 
dem and upon her husband’s m other 
for a money settlem ent. 
It is understood th a t the attorneys 
for Mrs. T haw will depend practically 
upon the evidence of Insanity Intro­ 
duced at th e last trial of T haw to 
prove that he was m entally incom pe­ 
ten t at the tim e to legally contract a 
m arriage. 
Should this be established 


the case would eoon be won for the 
plaintiff, providing there wa* not In­ 
troduced the defense that Thaw subse­ 
quently recovered full possession of 
hla faculties and by continuing the 
m arriage relation gave validity to the 
original contract. 
Thia polut, the a t­ 
torneys would not discuss. 
It was. 
however, 
pointed 
out 
that 
Thaw, 
though committed to an Insane asylum 
as having been insane at the tim e he 
killed White, had not been declared 
insane at the present time. 
W hether 
th e m atter of his insanity will be de­ 
term ined before the trial for annul­ 
m ent is not known. 
If It Is not there 
will be added interest In the probable 
effect of the present suit upon the 
later effort* to get Thaw out of the 
asylum.

FROM HARRY K, THAW 


Evelyn Nesbit Thaw Will Try 
to Get a Divorce. 


ON THE GROUND OF INSANITY 


Complaint W ill Allege That Young 


Millionaire Was Mentally Unsound 


at th* Tim* of Hi* Marriage to Mi** 


Evelyn Nesbit. 


New York, March l l .—Evelyn Nes- 
blt Thaw will institute proceedings 
for the annulment of her marriage to 
Harry 
K. 
Thaw. 
The 
action 
will 
be 
based 
on 
th* 
allega­ 
tion that the defendant was insane 
when th* union was contracted. Thaw' 
purposes to defend the suit. 
The pa­ 
pers in the case soon will be served 
and an early trial is expected. 
In the 
meantime the two, by mutual agree­ 
ment, will remain apart. 
In official statements, by counsel for 
both parties, was confirmed the sus­ 
pected culmination in the wedded 
lives of Stanford White’s slayer and 
the woman whose story in his defense 
brought her an unhappy notoriety as 
wide as the reading world. For weeks 
it had been gossiped that a divorce 
was imminent and even during Thaw’s 
last trial, throughout which his wife 
stood gamely by him, it was pretty 
generally believed that, whatever the 
outcome for the prisoner, the two 
would never again live together. These 
reports were frequently based on ru­ 
mored opposition to the young woman 
on the part of the Thaw family. 
In their statements counsel denied 
that 
Mrs. 
William 
Thaw, 
Harry’s 
mother, had taken any part in the pro­ 
posed separation. 
Colonel Franklin Bartlett, counsel 
for the elder Mrs. Thaw, made a state­ 
ment in which he said that there was 
no truth in the reports that detectives 
employed by Mrs. William Thaw had 
had her daughter-in-law under surveil­ 
lance for months. As to a possible 
separation, Colonel Bartlett said: 


Thaw Sought Reconciliation. 
“The m atter is inchoate. 
There is 
every disposition on the part of my 
clients to be absolutely fair and Just 
toward Evelyn Thaw and to make lib­ 
eral provision for her support, and 
even more than that. 
Harry K. Thaw 
has sought a reconciliation and has 
not desired that his wife should leave 
him, but she desires a permanent 
severance of the marital relations. 
Any thought of espionage upon the 
younger Mrs. Thaw would be abhor­ 
rent lo Mrs. William Thaw and has 
not at any time been entertained by 
her.” 
Soon after Colonel Bartlett’s inter­ 
view became public, A. Russel Pea­ 
body, personal counsel to Thaw, left 
for Matteawan, where since his last 
trial Thaw has been confined in the 
asylum for the criminal insane. After 
a talk with his client Mr. Peabody re­ 
turned to the city and by appointment 
met Daniel O’Reilly, one of Thaw’s 
former attorneys, who is now counsel 
for Evelyn Thaw. The conference ex­ 
tended well into the evening and at 
its conclusion Mr. O’Reilly said: 
“Papers will be served on Mr. Pea­ 
body by me, as counsel for Evelyn 
Thaw, in an action for annulment of 
the marriage. 
The action will be on 
the ground that at the time of the 
marriage, April 4, 1905, Harry Thaw 
was insane and did not know what he 
was doing. 
“This action has been thought of 
for some time. It will be tried in New 
York county. 
As yet no mention has 
been made of any settlement in favor 
of Gveh n. 
If after the annulment 
proceedings are through and they are 
in favor of the plaintiff, some action 
might be taken for the recovery of 
counsel fees and alimony.” 


W illing to Defend th* Suit. 
Mr. Peabody, who had heard O’Reil­ 
ly’s remarks, said: 
“I have visited Harry at Matteawan 
and told him the intentions of his 
wife. 
He is willing to defend the 
suit.” 
Mr. Peabody added that his client, 
when ap p ri^d of his wife’s intentions, 
had made no comment, except to de­ 
clare that he was sane at the time of 
his marriage and expressed his will­ 
ingness to meet the issue. 
Asked whether Mrs. William Thaw 
is active in the planned litigation, Mr. 
Peabody replied: “No, she is not.” 
Mr. O’Reilly added to his formal 
statement that Evelyn would take the 
stand during the annulment proceed­ 
ings, and that several of the m escal 
experts who had testified at the m ur­ 
der trial would also be called. 
He 
added that despite his announced de­ 
termination to defend the suit, he be­ 
lieved that Thaw would put no serious 
obstacles in the way of separation if 
for no other reason than gratitude he 
felt toward his wife for the aid she 
had rendered him when he was on 
trial for his life. As to his client’s 
financial resources, O’Reilly said he 
thought she had funds enough to main* 
lain her during the trial of the case,4 
and as for the future was capable of 
earning a large income as a writer. 
Both lawyers emphatically denied 
that Evelyn had been followed by de­ 
tectives or that she had made any 
demand upon her husband’s mother 
for a money settlement. 
It is understood that the attorneys 
for Mrs. Thaw will depend practically 
upon the evidence of Insanity intro­ 
duced at the last trial of Thaw to 
prove that he was mentally incompe­ 
tent at the time to legally contract a 
marriage. 
Should thle be established 


the cee* would eoon be won for the 
plaintiff, providing there was not In­ 
troduced the defense that Thaw subse­ 
quently recovered full poesesslon of 
his faculties and by continuing the 
marriage relation gave validity to the 
original contract. This point, the at­ 
torneys would not discuss. 
It was, 
however, 
pointed 
out 
that 
Thaw, 
though committed to an insane asylum 
as having been Insane at the time he 
killed White, had not been declared 
insane at the present time. 
Whether 
the matter of his insanity will be de­ 
termined before the trial for annul­ 
ment is not known. 
If it is not there 
will be added interest in the probable 
effect of the present suit upon the 
later efforts to get Thaw out of the 
asylum.

HELD TO THE 
GRAND JURY 


Slow Progress Made In Hearing 
of Joe Ayott, Charged With 
Stealing Diamond Drill Bit 


ALL EVIDENCE CIRCUMSTANTIAL 


No Witnesses to the Crime are 
Produced and Bit Has Not 
Yet Been Found 


The hearing of Joe Ayott, charged 
with grand larceny in the night time, 
in stealing a diamond drill bit belong-1 
ing to the Cole & McDonald Ex pi ora- ! 
tion company, was a long drawn out I 
affair. 
It commenced at 2 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon and although an 
evening session was held the hearing 
was not completed and was resumed at 
10 o’clock this morning. 
At the hearing it was shown that the j 
drill bit, which is a short steel tube, j 
perhaps two inches in length and one 
and a half in diameter, was stolen 
from a bunk in the bunk house at the j 
Rogers-Brown Ore company’s shaft in i 
the town of Rabbit Lake, on the night j 
of February 24th or the morning of 
February 25th. 
The bit, which is 
valued in the complaint at $1,200, was 
together with another, placed by Emil 
Peterson, one of the men running a 
drill for the Cole & McDonald Explora­ 
tion company, under the matress in his 
bunk in the bunk house just before he 
went to the cook house for supper on 
the evening of the 24th. 
In the morn­ 
ing when Peterson went to go to work 
he found but one drill bit in the bunk. 
He and others of the drill crew testi­ 
fied that Ayott, who worked on one of 
the night shifts at the Rogers-Brown 
shaft, was at the drill house on the 
afternoon of the day previous to tie

States house of representatives from 
Connecticut whose Insistence for a full 
Investigation Into the submarine boat 
senmlnl has attracted attention alt over 
the United States. 
His entire boyhood life was one of 
hardship and toll, not play. 
While 
«♦111 under the age of ten he had to 
arise at 3 o’clock In the morning to 
cover a rullk route and get through 
with It in time to attend the country 
school at 9 o'clock. 
l!e was usually so 
tired on reaching school that he would 
he found fast asleep at his desk on the 
conclusion of the Ford's Prayer, with 
which the school sessions were opened, 
•aye the New York World. 
In spite of 
his handicap he reached the head of 
his classes. 
When he was fourteen his parents 
moved into Oxford, leaving him be­ 
hind to run his uncle’s farm. 
The 
Lilleys next went to Mlddleboro, and 
there the boy peddled meat from a 
cart for his father, who occasionally 
sent him to Boston to buy supplies. 
On one of these trips the lad, who was 
not eighteen, learned that there was a 
shortage of potatoes in New England 
and that there was an abundance of 
them In Nova Beotia. 
lie Induced a 
Boston merchant whom he knew to 
lend him $2.000, with which he went 
to Nova Scotia, chartered a schooner 
and brought a cargo of potatoes to 
Boston, where he sold them at a hand­ 
some profit. 
Three years later he was a salesman, 
wMth two rival concerns offering him a 
partnership. One of these partnerships 
resulted in the establishment In Water- 
bury. Conn., of the firm of Lilley, Swift 
& Co. Ills entry Into politics In 1900 
was spectacular. 
He entered a town 
meeting at Waterbury which was pack­ 
ed with adherents of a controlling ring 
of grafters and denounced Its extrava­ 
gance. A road repairing contract was 
al>out to be awarded for $35,000, and 
he offered to do the work and live up 
to all Its specifications for $3.600. He 
was not only howled down, but was 
threatened with personal violence. 
That experience determined his fu­ 
ture course In life. He announced him­ 
self as a Republican candidate for the 
legislature and gs a foe to all grafters, 
large or small. He was overwhelming­ 
ly elected and made good from the day 
of his election. 
He served a second 
term and was then sent lo congress, 
where before ho was hardly warm in 
his chair he defeated an attempt to ex­ 
tend an electric light company’s fran­ 
chise in Hawaii upon terms that were 
oppressive to consumers. It was a hard 
fight, for he was up against seasoned 
congressmen, but he won o u t 
Ills tight In the case of free seed dis­ 
tribution bus not yet been forgotten. 
Members of congress, with an eye to 
the support of the farmers, encouraged 
it until it became the practice for the 
members to flood the rural parts of 
their districts not w’ith rare and valua­ 
ble seeds, but with old and common 
trash, localise the other kind could not 
be supplied in “political” quantities. 
To attack this abuse on the floor of 
the house was to subject oneself to 
being misunderstood as unfriendly to 
the cause of agriculture, but with his 
UHual courage Mr. Lilley rose on the 
floor and denounced the practice—not 
the distribution of rare and valuable 
seeds, but the wholesale draft on the 
agricultural department for cheap seeds 
for purely political ends. 
He was told 
he w’ould lose the “farmer vote” In 
i Connecticut, but he believed the farm- 
l era too intelligent to misunderstand, 
and anyway he was attacking a wrong, 
and that was the first thing to he 


j thought of. 
He mustered only three 
! votes for tils resolution to cut out the 
practice, which showed a contrasting 
lack of courage among the other mem­ 
bers. He tried it again at the succeed­ 
ing session and was again defeated, nl- 
i though he had Increased his number of 
supporters from three to a hundred. 
In the fall of 1904 Mr. Lilley intro­ 
duced the resolution that eventually 
resulted in the trial and conviction of 
the General Paper company, popularly 
known as the paper trust, and the dis­ 
solving of the combine, which 
had 
i artlftcally advanced the price of print 
j paper to the newspapers of the coun­ 
try. 
These results were due almost 
wholly to the Connecticut eougrcss-

HELD TO THE 
GRAND JURY 


Slow Progress Made In Hearing 


of Joe Ayott, Charged With 


Stealing Diamond Drill Bit 


ALL EVIDENCE CIRCUMSTANTIAL 


No Witnesses to the Crime are 


Produced and Bit Has Not 


Yet Been Found 


been permitted to attend the theatres 
in company of an officer. He had been 
sick or feigning sickness since in the 
jail and was also taken out to hotels to 
his meals. 
That there is friction between the 
officials of the court was evidenced by 
the questions of the county attorney 
yesterday as to the failure of the 
sheriff to serve a search warrant which 
was placed in his hands, issued by Jus­ 
tice Rathvon, of Deerwood, against the 
person and baggage of Ayott. Rather 
a sharp colloquy also took place be­ 
tween the court and the sheriff, after 
adjournment, regarding his allowing 
prisoners in the custody of the court to 
leave the jail in custody of an officer. 


The hearing of Joe Ayott, charged 
with grand larceny in the night time, 
in stealing a diamond drill bit belong­ 
ing to the Cole & McDonald Explora­ 
tion company, was a long drawn out 
affair. 
It commenced at 2 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon and although an 
evening session was held the hearing 
was not completed and was resumed at 
IO o’clock this morning. 
At the hearing it was shown that the 
drill bit, which is a short steel tube, 
perhaps two inches in length and one 
and a half in diameter, was stolen 
from a bunk in the bunk house at the 
Rogers-Brown Ore company’s shaft in 
the town of Rabbit Lake, on the night 
of February 24th or the morning of 
February 25th. 
The bit, which is 
valued in the complaint at $1,200, was 
together with another, placed by Emil 
Peterson, one of the men running a 
drill for the Cole & McDonald Explora­ 
tion company, under the matress in his 
bunk in the bunk house just before he 
went to the cook house for supper on 
the evening of the 24th. In the morn­ 
ing when Peterson went to go to work 
he found but one drill bit in the bunk. 
He and others of the drill crew testi­ 
fied that Ayott, who worked on one of 
the night shifts at the Rogers-Brown 
shaft, was at the drill house on the 
afternoon of the day previous to tie 
loss of the drill bit and that he crowded 
into the house and looked at the bit 
when they had it hauled up out of the 
hole. 
A 
workman 
named 
Alfred 
Strand, belonging to the drill crew 
testified to seeing Peterson put the 
bits in the bunk, there being no one in 
the bunk house except himself and 
Peterson. 
Peterson went to supper 
first, Strand following in a few min­ 
utes. Just as Strand was leaving the 
bunk house, according to his story, he 
met Ayott entering 
the 
building. 
Ayott, who went on duty at ll o’clock 
p. rn., left the bunk house about 9 
o’clock and the theory of the prosecu­ 
tion evidently was that between that 
time and ll o’clock he concealed the 
bit, which he had stolen from the bunk 
during the time he was alone in the 
building at the supper hour. 
It was further shown that Ayott had 
been discharged, or had caused himself 
to be discharged, about the 4th of 
March; that he had come to Deerwood 
the same day and had asked for his 
time, his pay then due amounting to 
about $50. 
Mr. Kruse, the superin­ 
tendent, told him that he could pay 
him his February check, but that he 
had no report from the time keeper on 
the March time. Ayott stated that he 
would wait and get all. That evening 
Ayott walked out to the shaft, a dis­ 
tance of four miles, and back after 
supper, and got his time slip. 
He did 
not, however apply again to Mr. Kruse, 
for his pay, but remained at the hotel 
till the next forenoon, when he came 
to Brainerd and went to the Hotel 
Earl. When asked by Mr. Jamieson 
to register, according to the testimony 
of Deputy Sheriff Theorin, he told 
Jamieson that he could not write, but 
that his name was Gene McMullen. 
He left a valise there, taking a check 
for it. 
T. F. Cole and others came down on 
the same train and immediately caused 
his arrest. He then gave the name of 
Ayott, but told the deputy sheriff that 
he had registered as McMullen. He 
was found to have $28.80 on his person. 
This was placed in an envelope and 
Ayott wrote his own name on it, show­ 
ing that he was able to write. 
After the state closed, Ayott, who 
had no attorney, took the stand. 
He 
denied very few of the facts set forth 
by the state but declared that one 
Billy Cullen, of Fallen, a landing man 
on the night shift, was in the bunk 
house when he went there after supper 
that night. 
He admitted meeting and 
speaking to Strand, but could not say 
whether it was just as he left the cook 
house or just as he reached the bunk 
house. 
Cross examination was not completed 
at supper time and an evening session 
was held. At this session the cross 
questioning of Ayott by the county at­ 
torney was continued. The members 
of the drill crew were put on the stand 
in rebutal and swore that the room 
was small, that when they left there 
was no one in sight and that no one 
was in the house when Ayott entered. 
At the resumption of the sitting of 
the court today the county attorney 
made argument urging that the prison­ 
er be held to the grand jury, at the 
dose of which he was ordered so held. 
Ayott was shrewd and in the opinion 
of those present, especially attorneys, 
he was no novice at conducting his own 
defense and his ignorance was entirely 
assumed. It developed in the course 
of the cross examination that he had

1,713 WOLVES KILLED 


Ari­ 
state to Pay Out $11,404 for 
mats Slaughtered Within 
Its Borders 
Warrants for the quarterly payment 
of wolf bounties are being prepared in 
the office of the state auditor and will 
be sent to the county treasurers in a 
few days. The payments aggregate 
$11,404, which pays the bounty on 1,713 
animals, of which 1,407 were fullgrown 
wolves and 306 cubs. The bounty is 
paid at the rate of $7.50 for full grown 
wolves and $3 for cubs, although some 
of these payments are at the old rate 
of $1 for cubs, the animals having been 
killed before the new lav* became ef­ 
fective. 
Roseau county heads the list in the 
amount received, with $1,242.50, with 
Polk next with $1,029, while Kittson 
gets $967.50 and St. Louis $855.

Made Spectacular Entry 
Quick to Scent Graft 
Battle—Oppoeed Free 
Downed Paper Truet. 


The farm of hie father, John Lea­ 
vens Liney, near Oxford, Mass., was 
the place, and Aug. 3. 1.859, was the 
date of the birth of George Leavens 
Lflley, the member of the 
United 
8tates house of representatives from 
Connecticut whose Insistence for a full 
investigation Into the submarine boat 
scandal has attracted attention all over 
the United States. 
His entire boyhood life was one of 
hardship and toll, not play. 
While 
still under the age of ten he had to 
arise at 3 o’clock In the morning to 
cover a milk route and get through 
with It In time to attend the country 
school at 9 o’clock. He was usually so 
tired on reaching school that he would 
be found fast asleep at his desk on the 
conclusion of the Lord’s Prayer, with 
which the school sessions were opened, 
•ays the New York World. 
In spite of 
his handicap he reached the head of 
his classes. 
When he was fourteen his parents 
moved Into Oxford, leaving him be­ 
hind to run his uncle's farm. 
The 
Lilleys next went to Mlddleboro, and 
there the boy peddled meat from a 
cart for his father, who occasionally 
sent him to Boston to buy supplies. 
On one of these trips the lad, who was 
not eighteen, learned that there was a 
shortage of potatoes In New England 
and that there was an abundance of 
them In Nova Scotia. 
He Induced a 
Boston merchant whom he knew to 
lend him $2,000, with which he went 
to Nova Scotia, chartered a schooner 
and brought a cargo of potatoes to 
Boston, where he sold them at a hand­ 
some profit. 
Three years later he was a salesman, 
with two rival concerns offering him a 
partnership. One of these partnerships 
resulted in the establishment In Water­ 
bury, Conn., of the firm of Lilley, Swift 
& Co. His entry Into politics In 1900 
was spectacular. He entered a town 
meeting at Waterbury which was pack­ 
ed with adherents of n controlling ring 
of grafters and denounced Its extrava­ 
gance. A road repairing contract was 
about to be awarded for $35,000, and 
he offered to do the work and live up 
to all Its specifications for $3,500. n e 
was not only howled down, but was 
threatened with personal violence. 
That experience determined his fu­ 
ture course in life. He announced him­ 
self as a Republican candidate for the 
legislature and gs a foe to all grafters, 
large or small. He was overwhelming­ 
ly elected and made good from the day 
of his election. 
He served a second 
term and was then sent to congress, 
where before he was hardly warm In 
his chair he defeated an attempt to ex­ 
tend an electric light company’s fran­ 
chise In Hawaii upon terms that were 
oppressive to consumers. It was a bard 
fight, for he was up against seasoned 
congressmen, but he won out. 
His fight In the case of free seed dis­ 
tribution has not yet been forgotten. 
Members of congress, with an eye to 
the support of the farmers, encouraged 
It until it became the practice for the 
members to flood the rural parts of 
their districts not with rare and valua­ 
ble seeds, but with old and common 
trash, because the other kind could not 
be supplied in “political” quantities. 
To attack this abuse on the floor of 
the house was to subject oneself to 
being misunderstood as unfriendly to 
the cause of agriculture, but with his 
usual courage Mr. Lilley rose on the 
floor and denounced the practice—not 
the distribution of rare and valuable 
seeds, but the wholesale draft on tho 
agricultural department for cheap seeds 
for purely political ends. He was told 
he would lose the “farmer vote” In 
Connecticut, but he believed the farm­ 
ers too Intelligent to misunderstand, 
and anyway he was attacking a wrong, 
and that was the first thing to be 
thought of. He mustered only three 
votes for his resolution to cut out the 
practice, which showed a contrasting 
lack of courage among the other mem­ 
bers. He tried it again at the succeed­ 
ing session and was again defeated, al­ 
though he had increased his number of 
supporters from three to a hundred. 
In the fall of 1904 Mr. Lilley intro­ 
duced the resolution that eventually 
resulted in the trial and conviction of 
the General Taper company, popularly 
known as the paper trust, and the dis­ 
solving of the combine, which had 
artifically advanced the price of print 
paper to the newspapers of the coun­ 
try. 
These results wrere due almost 
wholly to the Connecticut congress­ 
man, who personally spurred the judi­ 
ciary committee of the house and after­ 
ward the legal department of the gov­ 
ernment to action.

badinage. 
The sense of humor is a 
go<xi and wholesome thing so long as 
it does not descend to the frivolous and 
the flippant. 
There are times when 
laughter is out of place, when a grin 
reveals either a knave or a fool. 
It is 


found all sorts of obstacles thrown In 
his way. Many of those he was prose­ 
cuting were members of the machine 
that had nominated and elected him, 
and he was naturally accused of in­ 
gratitude.

Joseph Wingate Folk was born in 
Tennessee in 1869, 
graduated from 
Vanderbilt university, admitted to the 
bar at the age of twenty-one and be­ 
gan practice at his 
home town of 
Brownsville. 
Shortly 
afterward 
he 
went to the big town of his section. 
St. Louis, where he began as an un­ 
known 
country 
lawyer. 
For 
seven 
years he remained unknown, but was 
gradually winning his way into a good 
practice. 
Having been identified with 
some cases for the union labor people, 
the Democratic machine, 
needing a 
Ca bor candidate, offered him the nomi­ 
nation for circuit attorney. 
At first 
Folk refused, but afterward consented 
to make the race, stipulating, however, 
that he proposed to “do his duty.” The 
bosses of course regarded this as a 
good Joke. 
All their candidates said 
the same, but when in office did the 
wMll of the machine. 
Despite great odds against him, Folk 
waa elected and took his oath of office
